BOMBS AND G RENADES EXPLODE 
IN CENTRAL STR EETS

Lisbon, Aug. 27.—The 
government 
of President Antonio O scar Carmona 
appeared today to have dom inated a 
brief but bloody levolt In the capital. 
Some rebels escaped, however, and 
a band of ISO tams retreating toward 
Caldas D arainha, fighting a rear-guard 
action w ith a column of government 
Infantry, m achine gunners and reptfb- 
lican guards. 
An official statem ent said the revolt 
was quelled 
and 
order 
maintained 
throughout Portugal. 
Loyal troops quickly routed the revo­ 
lutionists w ith infantry, artillery, m a­ 
chine gun companies, and 
bombing 
airplanes. 
Rebel forces were concentrated in­ 
side Lisbon proper. 
The downtown 
streets were quickly cleared of civil­ 
ians. 
F ighting occurred in various 
parts of the capital 
Bombs 
and 
grenades 
exploded 
In 
the 
central 
streets. 
Unofficial estim ates placed the dead 
at 40 and the wounded at 260. Pi (Hon­ 
ers num bered at 250, including Col. Ul­ 
tra Machudo, form er m inister o f war. 
The revolt started at 7 A. M. Wed­ 
nesday an d fighting continued \Jitil 
early evening. 
Civilians surprised 
and overpowered two 
garrisons 
of 
loyal troops. 
They set up machine 
guns and issued a proclam ation defy­ 
ing the governm ent. 
Loyal m achine gun battalions and 
artillery units took up positions near 
Edw ard Seventh P ark and opened fire 
on the rebels. 
Sim ultaneously an at­ 
tack began on the revolutionists who 
had taken possession of 
San 
Jorge 
fortress. 
The last organized 
resistance 
by 
rebels occurred late in the evening, 
when IOO m en stormed an engineers' 
corp b arrack s and kept up a sharp ex­ 
change w ith governm ent troops for an 
hour. 
Mounted troops patrolled the treets 
lost night and today.

LEISURELY TRIP 


AROUND ATLANTIC 


T H E GREAT AIR LINER CARRIES 
SOME m PERSONS ON LAST 
LAP OF FLIGHT 


F L IE S FROM NORFOLK, VA., TO 
NEW YORK, NUO MILES, IN 3 
HOI RS, I M INUTE 
N ew York, Aug. 27 -HUD—Th# DO-X, 
g re a t German flying boat, was sighted 
at New York at 11:15 A M E ST to­ 
day, at the end of its leisurely cruise 
aro u n d the Atlantic from Europe. 
T h e great air liner, carrying some 
60 persons on the last lap of her long 
journey, made th e 300-mlle flight up 
th e Atlantic coast from Norfolk, Va., 
in th ree hours and on*1 minute, aver­ 
aging IOO miles an hour. 
It left N or­ 
folk at 8:14 A M. 
A great cheer w ent up from hu n d ­ 
reds of throats us the great ship, its 
12 m otors roaring rythmicaily, sped 
low Hieing the w ater front and passed 
the B attery at th e lower tip of M an­ 
h attan . 
Th** IK) X, trim despite its great 
size, circled once around the Statue of 
L iberty anti then, flying low, headed 
up th e Hudson river. 
It was flying at 
about SOO feet. 
An escort of four planes accom pani­ 
ed the t runs Atlantic visitor. 
O ther 
planes, not officially in the reception, 
carry in g the photographers and police, 
flew about the DO-X, like flies about 
a huge bird. 
T h e officers and passengers, Includ­ 
ing United States arm y and navy offi­ 
cials, were taken ashore for brief wel­ 
com ing ceremonies. The DO-X will re­ 
m ain at the Glenn H. Curtiss airport, 
N o rth Beach, Queens, during its so­ 
journ. 
Its arrival revived the thrilling Im­ 
agination of millions around the world 
who have watched the progress of the 
flying boat's voyage since it left Alterr- 
hein, Switzerland, on L*ake Constance, 
Novem ber 5, of last year. 
C apable of carrying 169 persons or 
m ore, the DO-X. with its 12 m otors 
an d 
spacious accomodations, is the 
G erm an challenge to lighter-than-air 
• n t hi.slants. Its arrival forged an o th er 
link in the air lines rapidly being 
pioneered between Europe and Ameri­ 
ca. 
T h e DO-X touched at four contin­ 
ents on its present cruise — Europe, 
Africa, South America and N orth Am­ 
erica 
It left for England last N ovem ­ 
ber, the first stop of Its long journey. 
Thence, It flew down the coast to Lis­ 
bon, Portugal, proceeded to the C an­ 
a ry Islands, and to the west coast of 
A frica. 
T h e 
DO-X 
proceeded 
to Bolama, 
Portuguese Guinea, and then back to 
the Cape Verde Islands, when it took 
off for South America. 
From Rio De 
Janeiro, it started northw ard to New 
York, its goal. 
The DO-X is so nam ed 
a fte r Dr. Dornier. 
She was launched 
in July, 1930, and was hailed at the 
tim e as a radical advance in aviation 
design. 
The length of the hull and 
fuselage is 147 feet 
almost as long as 
the wing spread. 
The wings are IO 
feet thick, surm ounted by 12 tu rre ts 
containing Curtiss W right engines of 
600 horsefiower each. 
T h e 
passenger accom odations 
are 
luxuriously appointed with m ahogany 
panelling and richly upholstered chairs 
T h e ship is virtually an air P u llm an — 
a self-contained unit 
similar 
to 
an 
ocean liner 
It was estimated to have 
cost from $500,000 to $750,000. 
Prelim inary to her trip to the United 
S tates the DO-X made a flight of HO 
m iles over Lake Constance in Switzer­ 
land with 169 persons on board. 
The 
no rm al passenger contingency is about 
70, however, due 
to 
the 
im m ense 
am o u n t of gasoline that m ust be ca r­ 
ried on an extended flight. 
T he en­ 
gines consume alm ost a ton of fuel an 
hour.

"Both the seal of the goat and anoth­ 
er stamped seal of about KITO B. C., 
the latter which portrays an ibex, 
show a sense of design that might al­ 
most be called modernistic,” Doctor 
Spelser stated, "while the frying pan 
constitutes a particularly valuable dis­ 
covery because It situ retains its orig­ 
inal handle, a very unusual occur­ 
rence.

Pasadena, Calif.—The time man bos 
lived in America was pushed buck to 
at least 2 0 , 0 0 0 years ago by reports to 
the American Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Science here recently.

evidence that highly developed man ' 
hunted strange red haired and large ;

Most States Contribute 
to Forest Service Fund 
Washington.—Virtually every state 
aud territory c o n t r i v e d last year to 
amass almost $7,300,000 for expendi­ 
tures on state forestry, fire control, ex­ 
tension and reforestation, the forest 
service of the Agriculture department 
here announced recently after complet­ 
ing a summary of state and terri­ 
torial expenditures last year. 
State forest work has shown a total 
gain of $4,000,000 In the last two years, 
forest service officials pointed out, and 
has been successful in extending fire 
protection and reforestation to several 
million acres of forest lands. 
In the past year over $2,500,000 
was spent by the states for fire pro­ 
tection and upwards of $1,000,000 for 
reforestation projects. 
During the 
same time $2,300,IHM) has been spent 
for additional purchases and mainte­ 
nance.

A folder issued by the Northern Pacific Railroad in Septem­ 
ber, 1884, a year after the transcontinental line was completed, 
and preserved by a veteran railroad man, just has been turned 
over to the veterans’ bureau of the company in the St. Paul gen­ 
eral office building. 
An interesting statem ent in the folder was that “the N orth­ 
ern Pacific is the longest railway line in the world under one man- 
sigement.” The statem ent adds that “there is no change of cars 
and no change of gauge; all passenger trains are equipped with 
the Westinghouse air brake, Miller platforms and patent com­ 
pressed paper car wheels; its track is all steel rail, its roadbed 
solid, which perm its the greatest speed with perfect safety.” 
Information to prospective settlers was that “three horses 
or three mules or two yoke oxen constitute a good breaking team 
lor a sulky or walking plow.” The appeal for settlers was not eon- 
fined to prospective farm ers, for the advice was th a t "there are 
splendid openings in this new and rapidly developing country for 
carpenters, painters, blacksmiths, plumbers, shoemakers, tailors, 
harness-m akers and workers at all other trades."

Lynch, wealthy publisher of Racine 
Information, wa* reported back In his 
home at Lake Geneva. Wla., today af­ 
ter brin* held captive almost a week 
by kidnapers who threatened to kill 
him unless $250,000 ransom was paid. 
Although several hours later no offi­ 
cial report of the release ha I bi en 
made to police either here or at l^ake 
Geneva, reporters standing gu&td in 
the vicinity of the Lynch e s t a t e re­ 
ported that the abduction victim drove 
home in his own car at 4:30 A M, and 
retired immediately. 
All driveways 
aboil the home were barricaded and 
no one was allowed to enter. 
With the reported return of Lynch, 
authorities turned their attention to 
the hunt for Alphonse (Scarface Ah 
Capone, whom they wanted to qu c - 
lion about repot ts 
that 
the 
gang 
leader had acted as go-between in pay­ 
ing the kidnapers $50,000 for Lynch’s 
freedom. 
Capone, according to repot ta. had 
acted in Lynch's behalf anti was not 
suspected of having any part in the 
abduction but was wanted MVertfatless 
because It was thought he had turned 
the ransom money over to the kid­ 
napers and probably knew who they 
were. 
Capone, meanwhile, had fled. Squads 
of pollee raided his hotel anti other 
places, hut failed to And him. rile ot 
der for his arrest was issued by Pat 
Roche, chief investigator of the state's 
attorney’s office. 
Roche said he fear­ 
ed several killings might result and 
declared he was going to “stamp out 


this 
terrifying 
kidnaping 
business 
once and for all." 
Lynch disappeared last 
Thursday 
while en route from here to his Wis­ 
consin home 
No report was made 
of his kidnaping, but the news spread. 
His general news bureau furnishes 
horse racing information to handbook 
operators throughout the country and 
he is nationally known among gamb­ 
lers. 
Police of two states became inter 
esteil in the case after a Beaver Dam, 
WI*.. salesman reported he actually 
had seen Lynch kidnaped at a point 
a few miles south of Lake Geneva. 
Capone was drawn into the case 
when friends of Lynch appealed to 
him to use his influence In the matter. 
"I'm doing all I can.'* said Capone 
the following day. 
Thus the man who is listed as Chi­ 
cago’s “Public Enemy No. One” and 
whom the federal 
government 
has 
spent fortunes trying to send to prison, 
was aligned on the side of the police 
for perhaps the first time in his life. 
Late yesterday 
p o lic e learned that 
Capone had 
succeeded lh tracking 


down the kidnapers and that he had 
paid them $50,000 to release Lynch. 
It mas said the money was raised by 
Mrs. Lynch and her husband s friends 
The kidnapers, it mas said, accepted 
this 
amount 
when 
convinced 
Mrs 
Lynch could not give them the quar­ 
ter million dollars they had demanded.
